UNIO (LÄMPSILISl) PURPUKIATUS SAY. 

BT L. S. FRIERSON. 

Though Mr. Say describes very well his Uiiio purpuriatus^ its 
identity seems to have been nearly lost. That it may again be 
known to students, it is now figiired, plate III, figs. 4, 5, and his de- 
scription repeated. “ Transversely oval, slightly oblong, in sorae 
specimens with a little tendency towards ovate ; dirty yellowish or 
fuscous, obscurely radiate with blackish green ; heaks behind [he~ 
fore] the middle, hardly raised ; anterior \_posterior'^ edge rouiided, 
or rather composed of two nearly rectilinear lines ; posterior \_an- 
terior\ märgin rounded ; hinge märgin regularly rounded ; cavity of 
tlie hinge membranes (behind \hefore\ the beaks) narrow but very ob- 
vious ; basal märgin arquated, a little compressed in the middle and 
sometimes almost contracted in that part; within purple, märgin 
livid, anterior \_posterior] subraargin irideseent; primary teeth 
nearly direct, rather thick, striated ; lateral teeth hardly extending 
beyond the sinus of the hinge märgin. Length [Jieight] one incb 
and three-fifths ; breadtli \length~\ three inches and one-tenth. Con- 
vexity over nine-tenths of an inch. 

Remarks. —Conrad"s identification of this species with U. medell- 
inus Lea no doubt has confused the situation. Grosse and Fischer 
doubted^ this identification of Conrad’s, but they erred in thinking 
that the name was badly spelled and meant to be piirpuratus^ preoc- 
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cupied b} Laiiiark. Mr. 8ay inteiuled nuine to sliow that lü.^

Niinibers oF this species have been in händ fbr .several years and 
have been distribnted largely iinder the name of •• Ü. custimeus Lea, 
Variety.” Colleetors will rectiFy their narnes aeeordingly. The 
novelty oF the present species was determiiied by gravid speciiiiens 
collected by Mr. A. A. Hinkley, and by a i^omparison with castuneus 
oF the Lea collection by ]\Ir. Rryant Walker. This species has not 
the female Form of castanens and the dorv‘inl sears are in the bottom of 
the beaks in place of being on the teeth. 

In oiitline it is inairly exactly the same as U. strodeanus IL II. 
Wright (Proc. Acad. ]\at. Sci. Phil., 1900, Plate 1, fig. o), bnt dif-
